Social Security Moves 
Upwards On October } 


About 150 peuple in Crawford 
County will receive higher sucial 
securily payments beginning early 
in October us & result of the so- 
cial security amendments whlch 
President Truman signed into law 
last Friday. 

Willian E. LaRock, manager of 
the ‘Traverse City social security 
office, emphasized that na one 
needs to apply for the increased 
payments. “The Social Security 
Administration is already chang- 
ing the amounts,” he pointed out. 
“We expect to get them changed 
in time to have them in the mail 
QGetober 3, the regular delivery 
date, but if in a few cases we don't 
meet the schedule, we'll send the 
regular check and make up the 
difference in. a jater check.” 


Mr. LaRock pointed out that al- 
though nearly every family re- 
ceiving payments would receive 
an increase, the additional amount 
would not always be divided 
among all members of the family 


for each inouth of the year if their 
net eartintgs durlng the enUire 
year are not over $900. 


‘The umended law contains a 
provisiun of special importance to 
self-employed peaple who have re- 
tired or plan to reture during 1952. 
Before the passage of the amend- 
Tens thelr earnings fur the year 
in which applicatiun was made 
could not be used to figure their 
old-age benefil payments, Now 
these self-employed people who 
originally applied far henefits in 
i952 tnay re-apply af the close of 
the taxable year and have their 
1952 earnings used in figuring 
their monthly benefit payments. 
In genera). this will increase the 
roonthly benefit payment to self- 
employed persons. 


A similar change in the law now 
permits insured wage earners who 
retire in 1952 to have their wages 
for this year used immediately in 
figuring the amount of their hene- 
fit payments. Previously, it was 


necessary for them to come back 
after the end of the year in order 
lo have all of their vuvered wages 
for 1962 ineluded in (he computa- 
tion of the benerit amount,
